BERLIN, Sept. 2.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) A report is current in diplo- 
matic circles that the Swedish-Nor- 
wegian negotiations at Calstad may 
lead to the appointment of President 
Roosevelt as arbitrator.

ORTSMOUTH TREATY 
ALMOST COMPLETE. 


Single Portion of Text is All That Now 
Bothers the Envoys. 


Articles Relating to Non-fortification of Sakhalin 
and La Perouse Straits and the Evacuation of Man- 
churia Settled—Japan and England Now in League 
for Lordship of Asia—Russian Army Hears of Peace. 


With the exception of a single por- 

tion of the text, the “Treaty of 
Portsmouth” was completed this after- 
noon at a conference in Baron 
mura room, and it is barely possible 
it can de signed Monday. It consists 
of sixteen articles. Tonight, at 9% 
o'clock, M. Witte and M. De Maartens 
and Baron Komura and Mr. Dennison 
began reading the text. The treaty will 
not be engrossed by the two caligraph- 
ers sent by thé State Department.

TYPHOON DELAYS TREATY. 

The interruption of communicatioa 
with Japan may delay slightly the 
signing of the treaty. The Associated 
Press car. state definitely that no mes- 
sages have reached the Japanese en- 
voys for four days and they are now 
proceeding under their general instruc- 
tions. A cable has been received from 
the Japanese Consul at Hongkong say- 
ing that he could not tell when con- 
munication would be restored. The ty- 
phoon which interrupted communica- 
tion Was very severe, but ir is not 
known whether it affected both the 
land and submarine lines.

TESTS WELL. 


NOTABLE IMPROVEMENT ~ IN 
SANTA ANA CITY. 


— — 


Pumping and Distributing System, 
Upon Which One Hundred Thous- 
and Ociiars Has Been Expended in 
the Last Three Months is Officially 


Tested. 


— 


SANTA ANA. Sept. 2—The addition 
to the city waterworks pumping plant 
and distribution system, upon which 
$100,000 has been expended in the last 
three months, officially tested last 
night in the presence of the City Trus- 
tees, water system engineers and repre- 
sentatives of the firms who have fur- 
nished the materials and machinery. 
The new pieces of machinery include 
a 200 horse-power boiler, installed at a 
cost of $4000; a Corliss pumping en- 
gine, costing $19,000; connecting pipes, 
costing $1800. and building to house ma- 
chinery. costing A surface con- 
denser and air pump are included in the 
engine equipment. 

Sixteen miles of new pipe, varying 
from four-inch to twenty-inch, have 
been added to the distributing system. 
This brings city water to all the out- 
lying districts and gives the more 
thickly populated inside territory 
greater pressure. Under the old system 
1000 taps could be supplied with water, 
while the new system has a capacity of 
2500 taps. There are now about 1700 tap 
connections, using dally 1,500,000 galions 
of pumped water. 

In connection with other extensions, 
new fire hydrant# have been placed 
throughout the city. giving ample pro- 
tection to all districts. 

The test as made yesterday evening 
was pronounced satisfactory from every 
point of view. The machinery worked 
without a mistake and everything wus 
in such a condition that it will be ac- 
cepted without reservation at the next 
meeting of the City

EARTHQUAKE SCARES 
ENTIRE CITY. 


Two Severe Shocks, Few Minutes 
Before Ten O'clock, Raise Several 
Kinds of Ned, but No Great Harm 
Results to Shaken Property. 


OS ANGELES was rudely shocked 

last night at 9:39 of¢lock by two 

distinct shivers of the earth of 
short duration and several seconds 
apart. 

The disturbance, felt in all parts of 
the city, markeq by the cracking of 
plastering and wall paper, the loosening 
of bricks and mortar, the rattling of 
dishes on pantry shelves, the stopping 
of clocks and the shaking of pictures 
from mantels and walls, created genera! 
alarm and spread the belief that the 
shocks were the result of some heavy 
explosion. 

This amounted to conviction down- 
town, where the quake cracked a flue 
in the Saddierock restaurant, in the 
Workman building on Spring between 
Second and Third streets, causing a 
small blaze which the fire department 
extinguished before any damage to 
speak of was done. But the Saturday- 
night throngs that filled the streets-at 
the hour swarmed about the scene of 
the fire, expecting to learn of some seri- 
ous explosion or of the throwing of a 
bomb. 

SHOCK MOST SEVERE. 

The shock was most severe in the top 
stories of the high bullidings and in the 
hill sections of the northwest. At the 
Jonathan Club, on the top floor of the 
Huntington Building, the rocker causeg 
consternation. for the great pile moved 
perceptibly. On Angeleno Heights aid 
also on Brooklyn Heights pictures were 
shaken from the walls and glassware 
was broken. 

The temdler lasted for five to twelve 
seconds. The first shock was pro- 
nounced and was of longer duration 
than the second.

MACHINERY CAUSED THE CRISIS 
“What was the origin of the crisis?” 


I inquired. 

“World industry, which into 
existence during the last half century, 
created its own laws, which have re- 
milted in the industrial fever prevall- 
ing teday, increasing momentary en- 
ergy, but threatening eventual exhaus- 
tion, So long as industria! production 
depended upon human labor, its ex- 
tension was forcibly limited by the 
number of hands available and by their 
natural weakness. Competition in the 
present sense of the word could not 
exist, since each workshop supplied tts 
immediate neighborhood, the needs and 
capacities of which were known #0 
well that overproduction was impos- 
sible. Dearness of transportation and 
difficulty of communication contrib- 
uted toward maintaining this condition 
of affairs 

“When, however, machinery was 
subetituted for the hand of man, when 
transportation and communication be- 
came simple and economical, the petty 
markets scattered over the world were 
drawn together inte a single vast mart. 

“The firet nation to profit by the ap- 
plication of steam was England, which 
nature had supplied most abundantly 
with fron to build engines and coal to 
feed them. Having no rival elther In 
the cheapness of production or in the 
quality of workmanship, she became 
the great purveyor of the world. It 
was aniy after the Franco-Prussian 
war that other nations determined to 
create manufactories of their own, 
erecting customs barriers to protect 
their pascent industry againet 
land. The United States adopted the 
radical measure of prohibitive pro- 
tection. The industrial development 
which resulted from this system was 
marvelous. in 1899, the United States 
Produced 13,000,000 tons of cast tron, 
whereas in the 


presse

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iron in the entire world had been oniy 
12,000,000 tons, Between 1890 and 1908 the 
exports of the United States increased 
76 per cent. Their exports to England 
have increased 127 per cent. in thirty- 
three years; to India, 126 per cent.; to 
British America, 422 per cent. Thus 
not only were 80,000,000 consumers lost 
to Burope, but powerful producers 
were found to fight Europe on her own 
ground as well as abroad, The indus- 
trial crisis was then inevitable, affect- 
irg alike manufacturers, and 
middiemen. 80 far as the United 
tates ave concerned, they can face 
the future with more serenity than 
any other nation, on the one condl- 
ton of not exaggerating their success 
cr attempting to dominate the world, 
A SOCIALISTIC ERROR. 

“The very cheapening of products, so 
much vaunted as an indication of prog- 
reas, is partly responsible for the pres 
ent state of affairs. Bo long as silk, 
for instance, sold at #4 r the 
output was limited, as well as the mar- 
ket. When rfected machinery and 
extended factlities for obtaining raw 
materials brought the price of silk 
down to % cents per yard, beth busi- 
Deas men and purchasers profited, But 
when the price was reduced to 20 cents 
rer yard, this product became acces- 
bie to all those desiring it.

“he American thanks to his 
machine, can produce thrice as much 
a ours. so that America, while paying 
more money to this one man, produces 
i reality more cheaply. But by de- 
creasing the number of employés ever 
more and more, the United States ex- 
poses itself to a serftous tlabor 
crisis, Another reason which renders 
high wages possible in America is the 
huge and constantly increasing reser- 
voir of work, since there are more or- 
dere than there are hands, and manu- 
facturing is in full progress while the 
increasing population creates ever new 
consumers.

les— Gentlemen, We, the subcommittee 
appointed by you to visit Owens River 
Valley, Inyo county, Cal., for the pur- 
pose of confirming generally the re- 
ports received through the engineers 
and the Board of Water Commission- 
ers who have heretofore visited that 
section, and procure samples of the 
water froen different points in the river, 
beg leave to report as follows: 

We proceeded to Lone Pine, which Is 
situated in the southern part of the 
valley, where, in company with Fred 
Eaton, we drove to Owens Lake, and 
found that their report as to the re- 
cession of the water of Owens Lake 
ap red to be true. 

We then started north, following the 
river as closely as possible, to Citrus 
Station. We fi crossed the river at 
ine bridge, and took 
samples about three miles 
above thal place, at what its intended 
by the engineers to be (he point for the 
pumping station. Here we took wo 
samples, of two gallons each, one to 
be sent to the Chamber of Commerce, 
marked on the outside of the demijohn 
III. and the other, marked I! in the 
same manner, we sent to Director Agri- 
culturel Experiment Station, Univer- 
sity of California, Berke'ey. 

According to the estimate: of Mr. 
Eaton, there were flowing at this point 
ai that time about 780 inches of water. 
We drank freely of the water. which 
we found to be perfectly clear and. «o 
far as we could see, pure and. excep- 
tionally good. 

The next point of interest we came 
% was Stevens Canal. which we 
crossed on the road to Citrus Station. 
At this point the water appeared to be 
About sixteen inches deep and twelve 
feet wide. We crossed Owens River 
again at Citrus bridge, where we found 
more water in the river than at the 
pumping station. Mr. Eaton estimated 
the flow al probably 1000 inches. ‘The 
water was perfectiy clear, and we atl 
drank freely of it. Beiween this point 
and Citrus Station there is a smal! 
ditch carrying a nice flow of water, of 
which we own à portion, and can se- 
cure the balance, we undersiand, when- 
ever we desire. Right at Citrus Sta. 
tion is the East Side ditch, which. we 
understand to be the largest ditch in 
the valley, and of which we own nine- 
tentha, e water in the ditch at thi« 
point is about twenty feet wide, with 
an average depth of about two feet.

The feeling that has ben engen- 
dered in Owens Valley through mis- 
leading newspaper repo nd misun- 
derstandings on the part of the people 
residing there is very” keen. This is 
particularly the case In the northern 
part of the valley, and our trip tp 
Pishop, we feel, was particularly op- 
portune, as, having one of their local 
engineers with us, we were enabled te 
explain some things to them which 
brought about a much better feeling 
on their part. If we were te advise, 
at this point, we would say that if an 
invitation could be extended to a com-, 
mittee of their leading citisens to visit 
yeur bodies in Los Angeles, a great 
deal of harmful opposition’ to our fu- 
tue plane could obviated. One who 
has not been in the Owens Vailey and 
seen its possibilities cannot realige the 
Sisadvantages under which they have 
been living. The railroads have been 
charging an exorbitant rate of freight 
for their products, and only since they 
have secured a market in the Tono- 
pah, Goldfield and Bullfrog Districts. 
have they been able to dispose of their. 
output at all. Their fruits have rotted

The alleged 
National Irrigation Association is a 
concern organized and liberally sup 
plied with funds by five transcontinen- 
tal railroads. it is attached to the 
‘legal’ department of the roads, whose 
functions are popularly supposed to 
| include many things not dealt with in 
the law books. The ‘association’ has 
oa st least one occasion footed all the 
bills of the congress,“ whose assem 
bling always costs some thousands of 
dollars, which are certainly not paid by 
the delegates or those who sent them. 
As a rule, the ‘association’ has con- 
trolled and steered the ‘congress’ as it 
pleased. Prominent alleged ‘officials’ 
of the association have occupied 
corresponding or similar positions in 
pe congress, whereby, as was evi- 
ently» intended, the public has con- 
fused the two concerns and given to 
the ‘association’ the confidence and 
respect which was intended for the 
congress, or which the membership of 
the congress inspired. If, hereafter, 
officials of the association do not ap-

SCHOOL EDUCATION. 

The United States has more school 
teachers in proportion to population 
than any other nation under the sun; 
more than any other country excepting 
Engiand and Wales. The United States 
has more schools, as well as more 
teachers. But do our schools accom- 
plish the best results? And if the 
highest results, is our system of educa- 
tion just what it should be? 

The statement no doubt would de

statement might be hard to prove when 
challenged. But there are well-in- 
formed persons who would not hesitate 
to make the sta t that the system 
of education in operation in the United 
States reaches higher results than does 
that in England, notwithstanding the 
established fact that there are more 
teachers in proportion to population 
than here. Indeed, 80 positive are 
some persons who have had the oppor- 
tunity to study the results attained 
in both countries that they would not 
hesitate to say that no intelligent and 
unprejudiced person who had the op- 
portunity to study results there and 
here would for a moment fall to give 
his verdict in favor of the United 
States, 

Again, Germany has a less number 
of teachers in proportion to population 
than England has; but the resulu at- 
tained in Germany are far higher than 
those reached in England. Germany 
has less teachers in proportion to popu- 
lation than the United States, but the 
fesults attained in Germany are in 
many respects higher than those at- 
tained In the United States. Thig is 
notably true of the highest education 
in both countries. There is nothing 
more thorough than the German gym- 
nasium and the German universicy. It 
seems to be so of the German common 
school. A single pregnant fact, per- 
haps, will settle this to the satisfac- 
tion of any person not convinced 
againet his will. In Germany every 
young man has to go into the army at 
a certain age. When summoned to ap- 
pear for enroliment he undergoes a 
rigid examination as to physical ability 
and as to his mental attainments.

Those who teach in the schools and 
the trustees elected by the people to 
look after their efficiency are best qua)- 
ned to answer euch questions. The 
outsiders, the general public can oniy 
learn the fruits and judge by ‘these. 
What is there at fault in our great 
public school? The public who pay the 
taxes and who look to the schools to 
give their boys and girls an edequate 
and practical education, are guessing 
at answers to their own questions. 
Many say that too much ts attempted. 
That more ie attempted than the av- 
erage boy or girl can do during the 
years allotted to education. They say 
too many things are attempted. [If the 
girl here described had been made « 
finished Latin scholar, with a good 
comprehension of the general iawe un- 
derlying human speech, she could have 
learned French and other tongues with 
little effort had she found an inclina- 
tion to do so, or use for them. Had 
she been taught algebra in a thorough 
| way she would have had fine menial 
discipline. She would have known 
something well, and have had @ broad 
basis on which to build further knowl- 
edge in mathematics. Hed she been 
taught physiology well, with special 
strees laid on hygiene, she would have 
known something of the mysteries of 
life and its reproduction, and how to 
protect her health from the attacks of 
disease. But before she went to the 
high school she should have had a 
wider knowledge of the world we live 
in and of the most important events in 
humen history. Surely, Latin, or 
Greek, or a modern tongue, algebra, 
physiology, and English, and ite great 
intellectual treasure-house of prose 
and poetry would be enou for any 
littie maiden of 17 years, height 5 feet 
4 inches, weight 115 pounds, te have 
attempted in her school days. 


HE GOLDEN RULE. 

In all the leading industrial coun- 
tries a great social and economic 
change is being gradually wrought in 
the direction of improving the condi- 
tions of life in factories and workshops. 
Neither socialism nor philanthropy, 
nor abstract theory of any kind, is the 
main propelling force in this move- 
ment. The business world is simply 
waking up to wider recognition of the 
truth that to provide for the comfort 
and happiness of employés is in the 
long run a highly profitable investment. 
To keep men or women at work in dark, 
‘ili-ventilated and unhealthy work- 
rooms, to treat them with cold indif- 
ference as regards everything but the 
actual of routine duty, ws 
in effect to diminish the output and im- 
pair the quality of their labor. On the 
other hand, to make their surround- 
ings congenial, to cheer and brighten 
their lives In every way possible, is a 
direct gain to efficiency. For ir is not 
the mere motion of fingers that counts 
for most toward a good and honest 
day's work. The spirit that is thrown 
into the task is of much greater im- 
portance. 2 

All honor to the firms and individuals 
in the United States, England, France 
and Germany who have blazed the trail 
of this enlightened reform. In their 
cases the new departure was in the 
nature of an experiment, and no doubt 
they were impelled to make it, not pri- 
marily from the desire to enhance 
profits, but from the higher motive of 
ascertaining how business success could 
be made to square more closely with 
the Golden Rule of doing to others as 
one would wish to be done by. But the 
profit was the ultimate test; t the 
changes instituted had led to loss—if 
they had resulted in business “going to 
the dogs”’—to use a homely but expree- 
sive phrase—there would, necessarily, 
have been prompt return to the old or- 
Ger of things. Se such men as Herr 


Krupp in Germany, Cadbury and 1 
Bros. in England, Marshall Field, Joan 
Wanamaker and many others in the 
United States are to be acclaimed, not 
as philanthropists, but as enlightened 
and far-seeing business men. It was 
their new methods of treating employés 
that helped to place them at the head 
of their respective industries. 

In other words, reform was found to 
pay. and it is this one fact that leads 
to the example such pioneers set hav- 
ing hosts of followers today. Glad fol- 
lowers, be it noted, for ninety-nine 


business men out of a hundred rejoice 
at the chance of diffusing more general 
happiness among their fellow- workers. 
Hitherto they have been withheld from 
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We are apt to Speak of the anti- 
mals as being altogether below the hu- 
ran race in other than physical qual- 
ities. Any one who has devoted some 
attention to the study of animal char- 
acteristics must come to the conclusion 
that we are somewhat overweeningly 
confident in making such claims for 
the superiority of human beings over 
our dumb friends.

sorrow, , Care, mercy, pity and 
many other attributes for long deemed 
to be human only are now known to 
be possessed by an in many cases 
to a high degree.” 

Would it not be well for us to some- 
what revise our ideas in regard to be 
inferiority of the animal world? And, 
at the ease time, would it not be well 
for us to be a little more considerate 
of the feelings of these animals, who 
are unable to speak for themselves, 
but who, perhaps, think and suffer far 
more keenly than we have anv idea?

THE COMMITTEE ON RULES. 

The Committee on Rules is popular- 
ly supposed to be the secret machinery 
by which the Speaker exercises his 
autocratic power over the House, to 
promote or retard legislation, as his 
or desire 
may dictate. This is supposed to be 
the mecbine which grinds the minor- 
its between the milistones, and that 
there, in secret, the representatives 
of the minority put forth their most 
firenuous efforts, suffer their most 
humiliating defeats, and are put on 
the wheel of torture by the Speaker and 
bis Heutenants. The one excuse for 
this conception of the Committee on 
Rules is that its meetings are all exec- 
utive, and never in detail. 
Reporters are never admitted, and 
only results are reported to the House. 

It is the committee empowered to 
take bills from their place on the cal 
endar and report a special rule for con- 
sideration. This committee may re- 
port a rule for the immediate consid- 
eration of a bill just introduced, or one 
about to be reported from some stand- 
ing committee. K may provide a rule 
for consideration of a bill in the

The chapters on the British colonial 
tolicy of the time are 1 — philo- 
eophical and scholarly lead up to 
the edmirable treatment of the period 
of the Revolution. The tendency of 
rome modern critics of that great 
rtruggie has been to forget the strong 
internal opportiion and the absence of 
precedent which made the independent 
government of this country problematic 
to the conservative European even 
aown to very recent years.

There was améng the colonists 
no uniform opposition to the demands 
of the royal government. Indeed, there 
was a large, eminently reepectable and 
powerful claes of colonists who would 
have nothing to do with organized re- 
simtance to authority. In Eng- 
land, on the other hand, « political 
party of no mean importance, counting 
among its acherents some of the ables!

environment. Every year of the twen- 
tieth century is giving us a broader 
outlook upon sociological principles and 
ernmenta! systems, and the altering 
wpoint consequent upon this new 
knowledge affords all recent works of 
history an immense advantage over 
older ones, however thorough and able 
the earlier — aa shift of view- 
point, gradual a t as it might 
superficial glance, is in 
its effect, in reality so fundamental and 
far-reaching, when passed through the 
medium of original thought, as to lend 
the fascination of a new theme to the 
most familiar periods of history; and 
the fact cannot, but be impressed upon 
the mind of the reader with every 
fresh page of Prof. James's volume. 
The book carries the history of the 
colonies from the first settlements to 
the decade preceding the Revolution, 
closing with the passage of the Stamp 
Act, in March, 1765, and the spirit of

not originate in the memorable

English-speaking people on both sides 
of the Atiantic. In fact, all those rent 
institutions which make modern civ- 
lization possible were developed by a 
slow evolutionary r whose gene- 
sis is to be sought in the remotest past. 
The law of evolution or growth is not 
confined to the science biology, but 
obtains in the science of politics as 
well. It was in accordance with this 
inexorable law of political development 
that the members of the Constitutiona!

New Money Signs in Mexico. 

Consul Canada, of Vera Cruz, reports 
that under the new system which went 
into operation July 15 the new Mexican 
peso wi'l henceforth be the fixed stan- 
Hard of currency, and the value of all 
forcign coins must be expressed in 
equivalents of the same. in quoting 
the values of foreign coins the follow- 
ing arbitrary signs have been adopted 
for expressing the units of such legal 
currency: $, signifies s'andard Mexican 
peso; American dollar; . Brit- 
ish pound sterling: Frs. French 
france; Ms., German marks: P, Spanish 
peseta. Ks., Austrian crowns. 

The foregoing signs are obligatory in 
an business transactions. The phrase 
“peso oro,” which formerly signified 
an American dollar must not be used 
to designate that coin, but instead of it 
the wore “dollar.” Exchange formerly 
quoted at — per cent. of the value of 
the Mexican silver peso must now be 
expressed in decimal parts of the value 
of the new Mexican standard peso. 
Wirenever the standard value of a for- 
eign coin is less than that of the Mexi- 
can 3 points decimal will be used in 
expressing the value in Mexican cur- 
rency, and on the contrary 4 points 
decimal may be used.

Classing the Product. 

There are about twenty differen 
varieties of tobacco. The same variety 
which is heavy and dark on Mmestone 
soll may be light as to weight and 
color On sandy loam. A _ particular 
variety is selected according to some 
variation in the soll. Commerctiall: 
tobacco is not known by the name of 
the variety. Just like lemens are 
commercially known cnly by grade 
and size, 80 tobacco is 

known by the class under which it has 


There are three classes: The frst. 
called leaf in its crude state, just as 
packed, wholesales fcr $7 to $15 per 100 
pounds; the second, called “lugs,” for 
$3 to $7: the third, called “trash,” for 
$2. Stems sel! for fifty cents to a dol- 


The packing le in casks. wherein the 
tobacco is strongly pressed. making 
a weight of from 1400 to 2200 pounds 
per cask, average 1800. The leaves 
are tied in bundles and put down in 
layers. 

Method of Growing. 

First the land is thoroughly pre 
pared, all weeds, all vegetable growth 
being burnt. Then with perhaps the 
soll still warm from the burning, seed. 
beds are laid out, from one hundred 
to five hundred square yards. A seed. 
bed of a hundred square yards will 
seed ten acres. The seeding is done be 
tween the first of December and the 
first of March, mostly in January. 
Transplanting is done between the 
tenth of May and the first of June. 
The land is checked both ways. 
Checklines are three feet and a halt 
apart. In the middie of each check is 
a hill, and in that hill the tobacco is 
planted, so soon as rain shall have 
made the soil sufficiently moist. 
Within a couple of weeks cultivation 
begins by siding with a plow, and by 
hoeing. This is done once or twice 
per month till the middle of July. 
After that there is no more “working,” 
but suckers have to be pulled off, and 
the army worm has to be fought. The 
stalks have to be topped before there 
be blooming, at a height so as to 
leave about ten leaves. Every fort. 
night the whole fleld must be gone 
over. 

Harvesting begins about the middle 
of August. It is done by splitting the 
stalk two thirds of the way down, and 
cutting it off three inches above the 
ground. The cut-off plant is turned 
bottom upwards, and exposed to the 
sun till it wiite, which takes from one 
to two hours. The planta then are 
piled up, ten or twelve together. Care 
is taken that no points of leaves shall 
project and thus become sunburnt. 
The object is further wilting, so that 
the leaf shall not break from the stalk. 
When this object is attained the tobac- 
co is hauled in wagons to the curing- 
house, an almost air-tight frame bulld- 
ing, usually twenty feet square. 


Curing, Sorting and Packing. 

There it is hung up in tiers—four to 
eight tiers, two to three feet apart. In 
the lowest tier the tobacco should not 
bang down any lower than from five to 
six feet above the floor. Trenches are 
dug in the ground, and filled with fire 
wood or charcoal, this to supply the 
heat necessary for curing. This process 
takes from twenty-four to thirty- 
six hours. Inetead of fires burning in- 
side the curinghouse, hot air gener- 
ated outside may be made to circulate 
inside in pipes. Rut no heat is sup- 
plied before the tobacco has turned a 
golden color, which may take a week 
or ten days.

THE AUTOMOBILE BOAT. 
The auto boat is not much heavier than a canoe. The 
frames are pieces of oak, some not more than an inch 
Square, bent to the required shape and fastened in posi- 
tion. Over these frames are fastened, usually, two thin 
coverings of wood, almost veneers. One thickness is 
generally of cedar about one-eighth of an inch thick. 
Over this is stretched canton flannel, which is varnished 
to make it water-proof. Then another planking, of ma- 
hogany cedar is put on, and this, too, is only an 
eighth of an inch thick. When this has been rubbed 
down, polished, and finished so that it is as smooth as a 
piano, the total thickness of the planking is just one- 
quarter of an inch. A 40-foot boat was built for racing 
this year which, without the engine, weighed 575 pounds. 
This will give an idea of the lightness of construction.

INTERIOR ILLUMINATION. 
The first consideration, as always in the furnishings 


of a house, is that of utility. We want lights that ve 


may see, and that in the way best adapted to the sensi- 
tive structure of the eye. The delicate retina shrinks 
instinctively from a harsh, brilliant light, and from one 
which strikes mercilessly upon it without shade or soft- 
ening influence of any kind. It requires a steady light, 
and at the same time a strong one, but just as we soften 
the direct rays of the sun with shades and draperies, and 
as Nature herself seeks to do with foliage and softly 
drifting clouds, having obtained the strongest and stead- 
test ght possible, we must make it as soothing and as 
agreeable as well. * 

Much also depends upon where the lights are placed to 
obtain the most satisfactory results. Every one is con- 
scious of discomfort, even on a day that is slightly over- 
cast, in walking when the sun is directly overhead, while 
the slanting rays dipping over one’s shoulder are 
most egreeable. The results are the same with 
lights. If the ceiling is very high and 
the lights sufficiently shaded to be incoonspicu- 
ous, they are permissible in a room devoted to entertain- 
ing, but even under those conditions there should be side 
lights to focus the attention rather than direct it to the 
ceiling, which is usually neither beautiful nor interest- 
ing.—[(Martha Cutler, in Harper’s Bazar.

FAME OF “MACARONL” 
Irs VARIOUS CONTRIBUTIONS TO SPEECH IN A 
FOREIGN COUNTRY. 


{London Times:] “Macaroni” is surely the only 
comestible the fame of which has given to a foreign 
country two words, one in the language of social life, 
the other in that of literature, and, we may add, which 
has survived them both. Ih its native country, by that 
analogous usage which accounts for so much of every 
nation’s vocabulary, it meant, as Addison says in the 
Spectator, “those circumforgneous wits whom every na- 
tion calls by the name of the dish of meat which it loves 
best. In Holland they are termed ‘Pickled Herrings,’ in 
France ‘Jean Potages,, in Italy ‘Macaronies,’ and in 
Great Britain ‘Jack Puddings.” The Macaroni who fig- 
ures so often in plays, letters and essays after 1760 was 
far from being a Jack Pudding.” A hundred and fifty 
years ago the tourist agent was unknown, and Rome 
could not be “done” for a £10 note. The young bloods 
who had visited Italy celebrated that distinction at Al- 


which the English chef is certainly in their debt. Hence 
the Macaroni Club; and at the Macaroni Club there 
sprang Into existence, to quote the Oxford Magazine of 
1770, “a kind of animal, neither male nor female, a thing 
of the neuter gender, called a macaroni. It talks without 
meaning, it smiles without pleasantry, it eats without ap- 
petite, it rides without exercise.” They had their reign; 
and in 1815, in a poetical pamphiet atitributed to the late 
Thomas Haynes Bayly, they are spoken of as the “Maca- 
ronies of the past.” By 18230 Lamb is speaking of a 
fashion of wearing the hair “of what were termed in my 
young days macaronies.” 

But the dish had quite another part to play in common 
speech, and it was inscribed on the sign post leading to 
one of the side streets of literature long before the days 
of the Macaroni Club. A mixture of many ingredients, 
“grossum, rude, et rusticanum,” to quote the frst user of 
the term, it gave a name to poetry made up of a jumble 
of Latin and vernacular—satirizing the monkish Latinity 
of the Middle Ages—and, later, to a mediey of any lan- 
guages strung into verse. Macaronic literature was much 
in vogue in the sixteenth century and onward. Rabelais, 
John Skelton, Swift and many others sharpened their 
wits with it, and Oliver Wendell Holmes’s Autocrat, it 
will be remembered, tried his hand at it.
